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FINANCIAL STATEMENT 

It seems probable that the year will end with a deficit of 
approximately $700 (December bills included) the causes for 
which have been referred to in the November Bulletin. In 
order that the new administration may not be too much em- 
barrassed by these conditions the President makes the follow- 
ing proposal. Seven other members of the Council have made 
contingent subscriptions amounting to $120, leaving $500 to 
$600 to be provided if we are to complete the year without 
indebtedness. 

To Members of the Association: 

It is certain that there will be a deficit in the Association 
Treasury at the end of the year of seven hundred dollars. 
I believe that the best way to take care of it is by voluntary 
subscription. I hereby subscribe the sum of fifty dollars for 
that purpose. I am sure that there are many members of 
the Association whose luck during the year, or whose for- 
tunate financial affairs, would permit them to make some 
sort of a subscription from one dollar upwards, and who are 
deeply enough interested in the welfare of the Association to 
give it a first claim upon their contributions. I will say that 
the deficit can be explained chiefly by circumstances which 
are not likely to occur again. 

It would not be necessary that the amounts of the sub- 
scriptions should be published, but perhaps the Secretary 
would later publish a list of names of those who had sub- 
scribed. I commend the subject to the earnest attention of 
all the members and suggest that they write to the Secretary, 
stating the amount they are willing to contribute.
